The  members  of  the  faculty  of  the  Art  Department 
received  their  training  in  the  Art  Institute,  Chicago,  and 
in  Florence  and  Munich.

Private  study  under  some  of  the  distinguished  mas- 
ters of  the  art  of  Expression  together  with  the  equipmnet 
of  University  degrees  qualifies  the  members  of  this  de- 
partment to  present  work  of  a  superior  character. 


The  School  of  Music. 


AIMS  OF  THE  SCHOOL. 

The  aims  of  the  school  are  first,  to  offer  a  means  of 
artistic  and  intellectual  culture  to  those  seeking  a  general 
education ;  second,  to  provide  the  most  thorough  training 
for  students  who  wish  to  follow  the  musical  profession  as 
teachers  or  as  concert  artists. 

Students  may  advantageously  pursue  the  study  of 
music  while  carrying  regular  courses  in  the  College.  The 
program  of  the  regular  student  admits  of  one  hour  a  day 
for  music. 

To  those  desiring  to  specialize  in  any  department — 
piano,  voice,  violin,  harp,  or  supervisors'  course  in  school 
music,  are  offered  courses  corresponding  to  those  of  the 
best  conservatories,  leading  to  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of 
Music. 


ENTRANCE  REQUIREMENTS. 

Students  registering  for  any  of  the  music  courses 
must  meet  the  same  entrance  requirements  as  candidates 
for  the  College  of  Liberal  Arts. 


FREE  COURSES. 

Supplementing  scheduled  lessons  are  classes  in  his- 
tory of  music,  musical  appreciation,  normal  lecture  course, 
choral  music,  and  student  orchestra.  These  courses, 
offered  without  charge,  are  all  important  factors  in 
modern  education  and  in  the  insuring  of  a  complete  musi- 
cal equipment. 
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CREDIT  TOWARD  THE  B.  A.  DEGREE. 

College  students  may  offer  a  certain  number  of 
credits  (not  to  exceed  16)  in  history  of  music,  theory, 
and  advanced  applied  music  toward  the  degree  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts. 


ALUMNAE  STANDARDS. 

The  standard  of  post-graduate  requirements  of  the 
School  of  Music  may  be  measured  by  the  gratifying  suc- 
cess which  holders  of  degrees  have  attained  in  conserva- 
tories of  note  in  which  they  have  continued  study.  The 
accomplishments  of  those  who  are  teaching  are  likewise 
evidence  of  the  thoroughness  of  their  preparation. 


STUDENT  RECITALS. 

At  frequent  intervals,  music  students  participate  in 
recitals,  thus  being  enabled  to  gain  experience  in  playing 
before  others.  Students  completing  the  Graduate  or  Post- 
Graduate  courses  are  accorded  the  privilege  of  giving  solo 
recitals. 


ARTIST  RECITALS. 

Realizing  the  importance  of  presenting  high  ideals  to 
the  students,  the  faculty  of  the  music  department  secures 
the  services  of  the  best  artists  for  recitals.  The  recital 
schedules  of  recent  years  present  the  names  of  many 
prominent  pianists,  violinists,  vocalists,  and  ensemble  or- 
ganizations. 

The  proximity  of  Rosary  College  to  the  large  concert 
halls  of  Chicago  enables  music  students  to  attend  the 
Chicago  Symphony  programs  and  the  recitals  of  renowned 
artists. 


SCHOOL    OF  MUSIC 
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LIBRARY. 

The  Music  Department  is  well  equipped  with  stand- 
ard works  on  music  in  its  many  phases,  histories  of  music, 
biographies,  dictionaries,  etc.,  and  the  standard  musical 
magazines  and  periodicals.  A  large  number  of  orchestral 
and  operatic  scores  and  a  very  extensive  library  of  piano, 
violin,  violoncello,  and  vocal  compositions  are  also  at  hand 
for  reference.

NORMAL  COURSE. 

The  Normal  Course  for  Violin  and  Violoncello  includes  the 
history,  construction  and  care  of  the  instruments.  How  to  teach  be- 
ginners and  advanced  students  by  methods  founded  on  those  ac- 
quired by  post  graduate  study  at  Florence  and  Munich  and  the  best 
American  music  schools. 

Principles  of  good  tone  production,  bowing  of  all  kinds,  ear 
training,  interpretation.  Methods  of  correcting  pupils  who  have  had 
faulty  training.  Of  teaching  etudes  and  pieces  of  all  grades.  Of 
memorizing  and  of  playing  in  public.  The  literature  of  each  in- 
strument.   The  art  of  accompanying.    Ensemble  playing. 

THE  ORCHESTRA. 

Advanced  students  of  Violin,  Piano  and  Violoncello  are  given 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  acquaint  themselves  with  the  best  liter- 
ature written  for  String  Orchestra,  Quartets  and  Trios  of  classic 
and  modern  composers. 
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HARP  DEPARTMENT. 


The  course  arranged  for  the  study  of  the  harp,  either  as  a  solo 
instrument,  or  as  a  member  of  the  orchestral  ensemble,  aims  at 
developing  in  the  student,  technical  and  artistic  finish.

Candidates  for  Teachers'  Certificate  are  required  to  present 
credits  for  Religion  and  a  semester  each  of  Psychology  and 
Principles  of  Education.  They  will  play  for  the  music  faculty  a 
program  of  four  standard  compositions. 
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THEORETICAL  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Courses  in  Harmony,  Counterpoint,  Composition,  and 
Orchestration  follow  the  best  methods  of  the  most  eminent  theorists 
and  composers  of  modern  times.  Every  effort  is  made  to  develop  in 
the  student  the  faculty  for  creative  work. 

1-2.   Elementary  Harmony.

13-14.  Orchestration. 

Arranging  of  scores  for  the  various  orchestral  instruments. 
Original  compositions  for  the  different  solo  instruments,  for 
instruments  in  combination,  and  for  small  and  large  orchestra. 

Required  for  Bachelor  of  Music  degree.  One  hour  a  week 
for  the  year. 

1-2.   History  op  Music. 

Music  of  Ancient  Peoples.  Music  of  the  Christian  Era,  the 
classical,  the  romantic,  and  the  modern  schools. 

The  course  combines  recitation  and  lectures  methods.  A 
definite  text-book  is  assigned  for  study  and  research  from  ad- 
ditional authors  required.

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The  School  of  Art. 


In  this  Department  special  attention  is  given  to  the 
study  of  form,  color,  and  perspective,  which,  from  the  be- 
ginning, are  taught  in  connection  with  light,  shade,  and 
proportion.  The  mind  and  hand  are  trained  together,  and 
it  is  one  of  the  aims  of  this  Department  to  cultivate  the 
taste  of  the  students.  Faithful  copies  of  the  original 
paintings  of  the  great  masters  have  been  made  in  Euro- 
pean and  American  galleries  for  the  benefit  of  the  Art 
students.  These  paintings  merit  and  constantly  receive 
the  admiration  of  the  best  critics  of  art. 

The  courses  of  instruction  in  this  Department  are, 
Drawing,  Painting,  Design,  Courses  in  the  Crafts,  and 
Courses  in  History  of  Art.  A  certificate  is  awarded  to 
those  who  complete  a  two  year  course  in  any  of  the  above 
mentioned. 

The  methods  of  the  leading  European  and  American 
Art  schools  are  followed.  Good  reference  work  is  always 
at  hand,  and  the  students  have  access  to  the  Chicago  Art 
Institute,  the  Field  Museum  and  the  Haskell  Museum,  and 
will  be  expected  to  make  frequent  tours  to  these  museums. 

Practical  work  in  courses  of  an  advanced  character 
in  drawing  and  painting  may,  when  taken  in  connection 
with  theoretical  courses,  receive  a  total  of  eight  credits  to- 
ward a  degree.  This  credit  is  estimated  on  the  basis  of 
one  credit  for  three  hours  a  week  of  studio  work. 

.COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  Art  Department  offers  these  courses  :  Drawing, 
Painting,  Design,  Short  Courses  in  the  Crafts  and  the 
History  of  Art. 

Provision  is  made  for  special  classes  for  students  who 
have  not  time  to  devote  to  the  regular  courses. 
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COURSE  IN  DRAWING. 

Drawing  is  the  basis  of  all  Art,  whether  in  fine  or 
applied.  For  this  reason  great  stress  is  put  upon  thorough- 
ness in  drawing. 

The  following  courses  are  offered :  Elementary, 
Still-life,  Drawing  from  Cast,  Costume  Model. 


COURSE  IN  PAINTING. 

This  course  is  arranged  to  give  thorough  training  in 
Painting,  Composition,  Still-life  and  Portrait.  The  work 
is  arranged  in  a  general  progressive  plan  with  certain 
studies  assigned.  However,  students  are  not  rigidly  held 
to  this  rule,  but  may  be  classed  according  to  their  progress. 


COURSE  IN  DESIGN. 

This  course  prepares  the  student  to  do  practical  work 
in  Design.  The  studies  are  so  arranged  as  to  develop  first, 
an  appreciation  of  beauty;  secondly,  the  cultivation  of 
original  expression.  A  thorough  training  in  the  follow- 
ing courses  is  required :  theory  and  principles  of  Design 
illustrated  in  line,  dark  and  light,  and  color,  Free-hand 
Drawing,  Still-life,  Lettering,  Perspective,  Architectural 
Drawing,  Color  Theory,  Flower  Study  and  Plant  Analysis 
with  its  application  to  Design,  Historic  Ornament,  History 
of  Art  and  study  of  Period  Styles. 

After  one  year's  work  in  Drawing  and  Design,  stu- 
dents may  take  up  short  courses  in  the  techniques  of  the 
crafts :  Batik,  Gesso,  Painting  on  Glass  and  China  Decor- 
ation. 
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COURSES  IN  THE  HISTORY  OF  ART. 

1-2.   Art  Interpretation. 

Designed  to  awaken  an  interest  in  the  aesthetic  and  in  the 
great  treasures  of  the  art  world.  Lectures  illustrated  with  lantern 
and  photographic  reproductions.    Visits  to  the  art  galleries. 

One  hour  a  week  for 
a  year. 

3-4.    History  oe  Art. 

A  survey  of  the  architecture,  sculpture  and  painting  from 
the  pre-historic  times  to  the  high  Renaissance.

5-6.   History  oe  Art. 

A  continuation  of  Courses  3-4.  From  the  High  Renaissance 
to  the  present  time.

7-8.   American  Art.

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The  School  of  Expression. 


The  Department  of  Expression  aims  to  give  pupils  a 
worthy  personality  through  the  appreciation  and  artistic 
oral  interpretation  of  the  best  literature. 

Physical,  mental  and  emotional  development  are  so 
directed  as  to  produce  true  spiritual  development. 

The  philosophy  of  St.  Thomas  Aquinas  regarding 
the  fusion  of  body  and  soul,  two  elements  into  one  sub- 
stance, "the  human  being,"  underlies  the  system  taught 
in  this  Department.  Delsarte's  expression  of  this  idea 
with  certain  modifications  and  corrections  is  followed. 

The  Science  of  psychology  is  taken  as  the  basis  of 
the  Art  of  Speech.  Physiology  is  studied  in  a  practical 
way  so  that  pupils  may  understand  how  to  use  the  body  as 
a  musical  instrument  after  which  all  other  musical  in- 
struments are  modeled.  Certain  fundamental  laws  of 
physics  are  shown  to  underlie  the  exercises  given  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  poise,  proper  position  in  standing, 
sitting,  walking,  etc. :  all  exercises  in  physical  culture  aim 
to  teach  pupils  to  perform  their  daily  actions  in  a  cultured 
way  and  to  realize  that  there  is  no  purely  physical  action ; 
that  the  physical  act  expresses  the  mental  and  spiritual 
condition.  As  far  as  practical  the  physical  and  mental 
processes  are  performed  simultaneously.  The  relation 
between  the  art  of  reading  and  all  other  arts  is  shown  and 
by  this  means  a  broad  culture  is  attained,  good  mental 
habits  are  formed,  the  emotions  are  intellectualized  and 
given  a  spiritual  direction;  harmonious  bodily  control, 
mental  freedom  and  accuracy  and  spiritual  power  are 
thus  secured. 
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The  value  of  all  other  studies  is  doubled  by  the  art  of 
expression  when  it  is  taught  scientifically  and  practically. 

A  definite  outline  of  the  work  is  given  each  pupil.  A 
sufficient  number  of  the  best  reference  books  is  at  their 
disposal  and  readings  copied  from  the  standard  authors 
are  loaned  them.  Shakespeare  is  made  the  basis  of  all 
Dramatic  work  and  the  Greek  and  modern  dramatists  are 
freely  used.  From  Longfellow's  poems  the  technique  for 
the  interpretation  of  poetry  is  formulated.  All  the  in- 
terpretative work  is  made  to  produce  good  breathing, 
proper  position  of  the  body,  correct  voice  placing  and 
coloring,  clear  and  distinct  enunciation  and  correct  pro- 
nunciation; the  analysis  of  literature  is  made  in  such  a 
way  as  to  awaken  the  imagination,  arouse  the  true  emo- 
tional quality  and  the  understanding  of  spiritual  values, 
without  which  the  oral  interpretation  of  literature  cannot 
produce  a  worthy  personality.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  RESIDENT  STUDENTS 

OF 

MUSIC,  ART,  AND  EXPRESSION. 

All  checks,  drafts,  and  money  orders  should  be  made 
payable  to  Rosary  College. 

Board,  tuition,  and  fees  must  be  paid,  without  the 
presentation  of  a  bill,  the  first  day  of  each  semester. 

All  bedding  (except  mattress  and  pillow),  room 
adornments,  table  napkins  and  silver,  shall  be  furnished 
by  students. 

Articles  over  and  above  a  limited  number  of  pieces 
which  will  be  laundered  for  each  student  every  week,  must 
be  sent  out. 

All  bills  for  Extra  Expenses,  such  as  music,  art,  and 
expression  will  be  sent  October  15  and  March  1.  These 
bills  are  due  on  presentation,  and  after  thirty  days  become 
subject  to  five  per  cent  interest. 

Resident  students  who  begin  lessons  in  music,  art  or 
expression,  become  liable  for  these  studies  until  the  end 
of  the  semester.  No  deduction  will  be  made  for  late  en- 
trance, for  the  temporary  absence  of  pupils,  or  for  lessons 
discontinued.  Students  leaving  for  any  cause  during  the 
semester  will,  therefore,  not  be  entitled  to  have  money  re- 
funded. Only  in  case  of  serious  illness  of  four  weeks' 
duration  or  longer,  will  a  refund  be  made,  the  charges  be- 
ing equally  shared  by  student  and  college. 

Lessons  falling  on  days  when  classes  in  the  College 
are  temporarily  discontinued,  as  on  holidays,  will  not  be 
made  up. 

Resident  students  may  not  take  lessons  in  Music,  Art, 
or  Expression,  except  as  provided  by  the  College.  Regu- 
lations governing  College  students  in  general,  whether 
resident  on  non-resident,  hold  for  those  following  any  of 
the  Music,  Art,  or  Expression  Courses. 
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REGULATIONS  FOR  NON-RESIDENT  STUDENTS 

OF 

MUSIC,  ART,  AND  EXPRESSION. 

Non-resident  students  of  the  College  who  register  for 
lessons  in  Music,  Art,  or  Expression  will  be  received  for 
a  term  of  not  less  than  nine  weeks.  Bills  for  lessons,  sheet 
music  and  art  materials  are  payable  at  the  end  of  four 
weeks.  Lessons  cancelled  by  telephone  will  not  be  credited, 
unless  notice  is  received  at  least  six  hours  in  advance. 

Music  students,  resident  or  non-resident,  are  expected 
not  to  take  part  in  public  recitals  outside  of  the  College 
without  the  permission  of  the  instructor. 

No  student  will  receive  a  diploma  or  honors  or  class 
credits  from  any  department  until  all  bills  are  paid. 

It  is  assumed  that  all  the  above  conditions  of  the 
contract  are  accepted  when  the  pupil  is  entered. 
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
